At least five thousand have already 


left the city. They report a great scarcity of provisions and 
water. 
The wants of the troops are first cared for regardless 


- of the suffering that may exist among citizens. It is thought 


the greater part of the population will have deserted the city 
before the battle begins.

HASBEGUN 


Adversaries At Santiago Are In the 


Heat of Battle. 


NO INTELLIGENCE AS TO RESULT 


HAS YET BEEN RECEIVED. 


Washington, July i—Special—The war department re- 


ceived the following from Shafter this morning: "Action 
now g ing on, but firing is only light and dusultory. It be- 
gan on the right near Caney, Lawton's division. 
He will 


move on the northeast part of Santiago. 


Washington, July i—Special—The receipt of Gen. 


Shafter's dispatch stating that fighting had begun created in- 
tense excitement at the departments. 
The belief is that 


Shafter will capture the city within forty-eight hours. 
Offic- 


ials are fully convinced that the American troops will cele- 
brate the Fourth of July in Santiago, 


Washington, July r—Special—At one o'clock a dispatch 


received says fighting is going on heavily on both sides, Cer- 
vera's fleet firing on the troops and a number of Americans 
and Cubans wounded have been brought. in. Sampson's 
fleet is firing on Morro. 
The Vesuvius used her dynamite 


guns with good effect, The engagement was general and ex. 
tended all along the line. The operations seem to be directed 
more strongly against the fortifications at Morro, the troops 
operating against the forts from the rear and the Vesuvius 
attacking in its front. 
With Morro silenced and the mines • 


out of the way Sampson may enter the harbor and attack the 
Spanish fleet. With Cervera's vessels out of the way the 
Spanish forces will be between two fires, and victory will be 
easy, 
^ 


Pando Comes Too Late. 


Off Santiago, July i—Special—Gen. Pando will not re- 


inforce Linares at Santiago^ Shafter's troops now command 
every entrance to the city, and caiTprevcnt u junction of the 
Spanish forces with little loss to themselves. 
Pando is yet 


nearly forty miles away. 
His advance is slow, as he is con- 


stantly harrassed by guerrilla bands, of Cubans who are doing 
effective work in the old style of fighting for which they are 
adapted. 
Shafter will receive ample warning of Pando's ap- 


proach and will be prepared to receive him. With a few 
hundred men the Spaniards can be held in check, while Lin- 
ares and Cervera are being annihilated in Santiago. Rein- 
forcements lor Shafter, sent on the Yale, are arriving. 
The 


road from Baiquiri has been put in excellent shape by the 
American engineers, and the newly arrived troops are experi- 
encing but slight difficul y—nothing at all comparable to the 
trouble the main expedition was compelled to face. 
The 


troops are all enthusiastic and confident of victory, 


Just Before the Battle. 


Off Santiago, July i-—Special—The booming of bie 


guns will begin here within a few hours. 
Gen. Shafter has 


reached a position where his infantry can be effective against 
Santiago, while his siege gur.s are due upon the heights. 
When he gives the signal Admiral Sampson will force the 
entrance to harbor and engage Cervera's fleet. The arma- 
ment of the Spanish ships has been made less effective by the 
transfer of many guns to the land forces, and Sampson need 
have little fear of being overpowered. 
The engagement 


promises to be one of the most eventful of modern times. 


Siboney, July i—Special—The situation of the Span- 


iards in Santiago is extremely desperate. Famine exists every- 
where. 
Many are dropping dead from starvation. Water 


is scarce, owing to the supply pipes being cut off by the 
American troops. 


To Intercept Pando. 


Washington, July, i -Special -The work of intercepting 


Pando on his march to the assistance of Santiago has been 
entrusted to Gen. Gircia, who, with about 20,000 Cubans, 
has gone to the westward of the city. 
He will not engage 


the advancing army in battle, but obstruct the roads and har- 
rass the troops from the mountains and thickets that line the 
route 
With an unobstructed highway Pando might reach 


Santiago by Monday morning, but impeded as he will be he 
cannot hope to see the city before Wednesday or later. By 
that time it is believed the decisive battle will kave been 
fought.
